Alfalfa is the g r e a t e s t p roducer in 
the valley; it resembles hay, p a rtic ­ 
ularly 
clover, 
but g r o w s 
much 
higher and from three to five crops 
a year are cut from it and c a ttle and 
horses get n o thing else to e a t and 
g e t fat on it. 
1 was su rp rise d when 
I learned th a t c a ttle being fatted for 
m ark e t were not fed grain, th ey are 
turned into g r o w in g alfalfa a n d th ere 
g e t fatted finely. 
Horses, unless 
they are doing heavy work, a r e never 
fed grain. 
Alfalfa co n ta in s 
an 
abundance of nutrition and g ro w s 
fast with p len ty of water. 
The Salt 
river is a d e q u a te enough usually in 
this section till A u g u st when the 
river gets low a n d the canals do not 
till as d u rin g the early season, b u t by 
August they use a less q u a n tity o 
water than 
d u r in g 
the 
previous 
m onths for irrig a tin g pur post's, so 
that a farm er who is a t home a tt e n d 
ing to his farm when th e w ater d a y s 
come can usually get enough to sup 
ply his place. 
The w a te r is turnec 
on in one canal three d a y s and then 
shut oil and turned in a n o th e r for 
three days and back a g a in in this 
manner, so that a man g e ts three 
days to w ater his place if he is there 
to open and close the g a te s, bank the 
ditches, and otherwise a tt e n d to tin 
overflowage of his land. 
I have been 
out to several of the large ranches 
and m u st say this is a tint* co u n try 
for farm ing; 
of course then* are 
some things in the vegetable line 
th at d o n ’t do well u n d e r the irrig a 
ting plan, for instance, 
we c a n ’t 
raise “ Irish p o tato e s” here, they art 
all shipped in from California, they 
will grow b u t cannot be k e p t ant 
arc* not of good taste, 
being too 
watery; 
the same is tru e of sweet 
potatoes, radishes and onions, but 
turnips, beets, cabbage, lettuce ant 
small onions do well, and are raisec 
in large q u a n titie s for m a rk e t by 
Chinese gard n ers. 
All the ft nits are raised here, in 
eluding oranges, lemons, tigs, dates 
peaches, apricots, 
plums, apples, 
pears, an d line g rad es of g rap es 
Wso English walnuts, alm onds and 
peanuts. 
Many points of in terest are offered 
t h e visitor and tourist near Phoenix. 
A larg e ostrich farm 
is operated 
t h re e miles n o rth of the city, and one 
mile e a st of this farm is the g o v e rn ­ 
m ent Indian school and farm; 
here 
h u n d red s of the Pima and Maraeopa 
tribes of children a re housed and 
educated, they have several large 
brick buildings, including school and 
class rooms, lad ie s’ d o rm a to ry s and 
iioys’ b o a rd in g house; 
they liavi 
am o n g th eir many novel features a 
good b r a s s baud, all 
Indian boys, 
and they play nicely. 
T hree miles east of th e c ity is the 
hospital 
for 
insane 
and 
feeble­ 
minded, a n d a t Temple, ten miles 
east of th e city, is located the terri 
torial norm al school. 
The city of 
Tucson has the territorial university, 
and I am told it occupies a high rank 
among the educational institutions 
of the country. 
The city of Phoenix 
occupies a level spot of ground and 
is nicely laid out, its principal street 
east and west is called W ashington, 
and all others ru n n in g parallel to it 
are also called a fter the presidents, 
the principal s tr e e t n o rth and south 
And crossing W ashington, is styled 
J e n t e r street, and all stre e ts parallel 
io it on the east are called s tre e ts 
comm encing to count a t F i r s t stre e t 
iod counting in numerical order, and 
. hose parallel to Center on the west 
>f it are called avenues an d count 
the sam e as the streets. 
The stre e ts 
are all level and hard and the prin- 
•ipal ones k ep t sprinkled, they afford 
.ine d riv in g and bicycling; the coun­ 
try roads are also good wheeling 
>nes. 
Some very fine buildings 
adorn the city, am ong which is the 
city hall an d eouiny c o u rt house, on 
Washington, both of which occupy a 
square and have fine parks s u rr o u n d ­ 
ing them. 
The A dam s and Ford 
Hotels are t he two largest and finest 
hotels, they are patronized p rin ci­ 
pally by the to u rists from the e ast 
who represent the rich people of the 
states and who come here to spend 
the w inter m onths which are more or 
less disagreeable at their homes: 
people in this class are rep resen ted 
from nearly every s ta te from Minne­ 
sota to New York. 
It is sta te d here 
that these people spend $1,500,000 
each w in ter here and it is visibly 
seen by people who reside here the 
depression it makes when they com 
menee by A pril 1st to go back to 
their homes. 
There are also o ther 
smaller hotels and m any res ta u ra n ts 
and cafes and a large num ber of 
rooming or lodging houses 
where 
rooms are to be had from $5 to $10 a 
month. 
Board at the re s ta u ra n ts on 
the A m erican plan is $."> a week, 
others are ru n on the European plan. 
rpherc is a fine system of city schools 
here the C entral school occupies a 
square, has foui'n 'c“ rooms and over 
000 pupils. 
The m ountains in this vicinity and 
th ro u g h o u t Arizona are laden with 
rich ores; the largest mine in the 
world is at Jerome, 150 miles north 
of here, they employ over 2,000 peo­ 
ple and mine copper, gold uud silver, 
the mine is owned by S en a to r W . C. 
Clark, of Montana, and pays a net 
profit of $7,000,000 a year. 
There 
are o th e r large mines all over the 
te r r ito ry and mining is a leading 
branch of industry. 
There a re valu­ 
able building and o rn am en tal stone 
to be had in nearly any of the moun­ 
tain regions. 
There are large 
quantities of onyx, of which I send 
vou by mail under seperate cover a 


sample. 
1 smoothed mu* side so that 
by d ip p in g flu* sample in water you 
will see clearly the grain as if it were 
polished. 
The S alt River Valley is only one 
of tlie num erous fertile valleys of 
this g r e a t Arizona, for each day I 
am here I like it the more. 
Wc have 
the largest num ber of clear sky days 
of any s ta te in the union. 
Arizon 
has a phenominal climate, the win 
ters are v ery pleasant to those wh 
are well, but to one suffering wit 
a pulmonic trouble or rheum atism i 
is not so much so, yet the days art 
perfect and enjoyable, but during 
the w inter and spring months, u 
soon as the sun sets, one who is not 
well is not comfortable out doors ;i 
the d ro p of te m p e ra tu re is rathe 
sudden and one 
takes eold 
very 
easily. 
On the o th er hand during 
the su m m e r months from June till 
October it gets very warm, and if 
one d o n ’t need to perform laborious 
work in the sun, it is not mi uneom 
fortable. 
Hut this is the season f hat 
does the sick person good, especially 
one with a trouble like mine, that 
a broncial or lung affection. In* pres 
pi res freely, yet can find lots of shadt 
from the sun till he g e ts used to it 
and the experience, 
while talking 
with those who have come hen* from 
the east very low, lias been that 
sum m ers were to them the most 
beneficial 
so 
here 
goes 
for 
an 
Arizona sum m er, 
it 
feels 
lik< 
s t a r t e r today, 8(5 in the shade, but 
it will keep about this way or coolei 
till June, wlu'ii it w arm s up to 120 
but out of the sun it is not s o warm 
as one would think. 
I have met lots 
of people from Minnesota, especially 
from Minneapolis, some are here as 
invalids, some conn* tired of eol< 
weather. 
They tell me they wcat 
about the same amount of clothes tin 
year around as they did in Minne 
sota. 
They say they d o n ’t not in 
120 here any more than 00 in Minne 
sota, and I believe it*o, for I don t 
feel uncomfortable today at 80 with 
woolen clothes on, the same kind 
left home with, yet I know I woulc 
there a t HO. 
The resident peoph 
here are made up of principalL 
Americans from eastern states, t hen 
are a few G erm an and French, but I 
notice a scarcity of Scandinavian 
tongues. 
There are also a largi 
O 
p e r c e n t of Mexicans and some In 
dians. 
The Mexicans are a shiftless 
people, n«»t very fond of labor, they 
speak a broken Spanish, o r a m ix tu n 
of Spanish, Mexican and I Vina In 
dian. 
The eapitol of the territory 
has been a t Tucson, Prescott and 
Phuenix d u rin g the past 
ir> years, 
but it is now perm anently located ;it 
Phoenix, and work is now in full pro 
gross upon the now eapitol building 
which is to cost $225,(KM) 
when 
completed. 


When 1 came to Phoenix I hardly 
expectedly to find anyone I knew, 
but the first day I was here upon 
g e ttin g onto tin* s tre e t car to go ana 
see the Phoenix Park, I m et D. C. 
Blandy on the car going to look at 
the park with a view of giving an 
exhibition with his dogs there. 
He, 
of course, was su rp rised to sec rue, 
and 1 was of him. 
The next day 1m 
asked me down to his cam p on tin 
suburbs of the cit v to sec his family 
and dogs. 
Here I m et his wife arm 
boy, who were both as fat as coulu 
be and as brown as a berry from 
traveling overland; 
the same lit lit 
wagon th a t they left Brainerd in on 
A ugust 27th, 180(5, and seven of tin 
St. B ern a rd dogs. 
lie was driving 
six, one of which, 
“ Q u e e n ,” was 
formerly owned by Dr. Camp. 
The 
Blandy family stayed here t wo weeks 
and s ta rte d n o rth and < xpect to go 
through to Wisconsin. 
They mak» 
th eir expenses selling pictur es of the 
“ Minnesota Dog T e a m .” and with 
each picture give a booklet giving n 
listory of the team and their ex 
periences of travel. 
They also havt 
business a d v e rtisem en ts painted on 
the wagon cover, for which they* get 
iberally reimbursed. 


While walking down W ashington 
s tre e t a few days a fte r meeting 
Blandy, I m et a man coming toward- 
me who looked like Dr. J. It. Howes 
to me. 
The next day while I was 
seated in the Wakelin P h arm acy the 
same man came in to buy a cigar. 
1 
was reassured as to who it was and 
stepped up and asked him if he was 
not the man I took him for, and when 
I told him who 1 was he was pleased 
to meet me. 
We have had some 
d e a sa n t times together, in the t wo 
weeks Doc has been here. 
He came 
’rorn Las Cruces, N. M., to look into 
some m ining near here.

MINNESOTA. 


Alfalfa is the greatest producer in 
the valley; it resembles hay, partic­ 
ularly 
clover, Jiut grows much 
higher and from three to five crops 
a year are cut from it and cattle and 
horses get nothing else to eat and 
et fat on it. 
I was surprised when 
learned that cattle being fatted for 
market were not fed grain, they are 
turned into growing alfalfa and there 
get fatted finely. 
Horst's, unless 
they are doing heavy work, are never 
fed grain. 
Alfalfa contains an 
abundance of nutrition and grows 
fast with plenty of water. 
Tho Salt 
river is adequate enough usually in 
this section till August when the 
river gets low and the canals do not 
fill as during the early season, but by 
August they use a less quantity of 
water than during the previous 
months for irrigating purposes, so 
that a farmer who is at home attend­ 
ing to his farm when the water days 
come can usually get enough to sup­ 
ply his place. 
The water is turned 
on in one canal three days and then 
shut off and turned in another for 
three days and back again in this 
manner, so that a man gets three 
days to water his place if he is there 
to open and close tho gates, bunk the 
ditches, and otherwise attend to the 
overflowage of his land. 
I have been 
out to several of the large ranches, 
and must say this is a fine country 
for farming; 
of course there are 
some things in the vegetable line 
that don’t do well under the irriga­ 
ting plan, for instance, we can’t 
raise “ Irish potatoes’’ here, they are 
all shipped in from California, they 
will grow but cannot be kept and 
are not of good taste, being too 
watery; 
the same is true of sweet 
potatoes, radishes and onions, but 
turnips, beets, cabbage, lettuce and 
small onions do well, and are raised 
in large quantities for market by 
Chinese gardners. 
All the fiuits are raised here, in­ 
cluding oranges, lemons, figs, dates, 
peaches, apricots, 
plums, apples, 
>ears, and fine grades of grapes 
ilso English walnuts, almonds and 
peanuts.

E A R L Y E N G L I S H W A T C H M A K I N G 


!>I:»ry Queen of Scots Had Two 
H ead ” Timepiece*. 


I am unable to trace any reliable evi­ 
dence of English watches having been 
made until quite the end o f the six­ 
teenth century, although German and 
French 
productions 
were 
imported 
earlier, says Good Words. 
Derham, in 
the second 
edition 
of his “Artificial 
Clockmaker,” published in 1700, m en­ 
tions an eight-day watch which he was 
told belonged to Henry VIII., but the 
context clearly shows a weight tim e­ 
piece is referred to. 
A m ong the pos­ 
sessions of Edward VI, as quoted by 
Wood from a royal household book, Is 
“one larutn or watch of iron, the case 
being likewise iron gilt with two plum- 
niettes of led.” 
The first words of this 
description 
m ay 
seem to indicate a 
watch with a m ainspring, but such an 
assum ption is at once dispelled by the 
mention of the “plum m ettes of led.” 
That Elizabeth owned a large number 
of watches is certain. 
In 1571 the earl 
of Leicester, gave to his royal m istress 
“one armlet or shakell of golde, all 
over failely garnished with rubyes and 
dyamonds, havelug in the closing there­ 
of a clocke.” 
From this it will be seen 
that the modern custom of wearing the 
watch in a wristlet is but a revival of 
sixteenth century fashion. 
It is said 
that Mary Queen 
of 
Scots had two 
“death’s head” or skull watches, which 
she presented, one to each of two fav­ 
orite m aids of honor. 
Am ong others 
which tradition has assigned to the 
Scottish queen Octavius Morgan men­ 
tioned tw o which lie considered to be 
of the period claim ed for them. 
One 
was a ghastly m em ento mori watch in 
a case of crystal formed like a coffin, 
and the other an octagonal watch. The 
latter, it is asserted, was given by Mary 
to John K nox the reformer. 
The pos­ 
session of m any watches is ascribed to 
James I., but such as he did possess 
do not appear to have been utilized as 
timekeepers on every occasion, for in 
Savile’s record of a stated journey to 
Theodald’s in 1G03 it is stated that the 
king stopped at the Bell at Edm on­ 
ton, and, w ishing to count the number 
ot vehicles passing in a certain time, 
he “called for an houre glass.” 


E L E C T R IC C A B S T A T I O N .

One of the most 
entertaining sights 
which any city in which the electric 
cab has been Introduced affords is the 
cab station itself 
during 
the 
rush 
hours. 
The cabs wheel in and out of 
the station, as they return from their 
trips, or are called out, sw iftly and 
noiselessly. 
What strikes the observ­ 
er most, perhaps, 
is the 
astonishing 
ease and accuracy with 
which 
they 
are guided by the driver. 
They move 
and stop apparently to an inch, and 
twist around sharp corners 
with 
a 
recklessness, but withal 
a 
certainty 
which is foreign to all on e’s previous 
experiences of passenger vehicles. The 
m otorm an 
has 
everything 
within 
hand’s reach or foot reach. 
With his 
hands he operates the controlling gear 
for operating the sw itch beneath his 
scat which admits the current; he also 
steers with his hand 
The braking is 
done with hi« foot 
with which, also, 
In* rings the bell. 
There is an em er­ 
gency switch placed near his heel, by 
which he ran throw out the switch 
and break the current 
when 
neces­ 
sary. 
In order 
that 
no 
tampering 
with the vehicle can take place while 
he is temporarily absent, he can re­ 
m ove the lever. 
After that the m a­ 
chine is proof against tin1 tricks of the 
m ischievous passer-by, 
who 
hankers 
after a free ride, and will not budge 
until again directed by the m otorm an’s 
hand. 
The charging of the batteries 
has been brought down to a fine point. 
Often a cab will run in to replenish its 
power, and be out of the station again 
in a minute and a 
quarter. 
Mean­ 
while the “fares” will remain inside 
and watch the process with interest. 
During the opera or theater hours they 
are likely to be in full regalia, and the 
variety and brilliance of the evening 
dress of these visitors give 
an 
odd 
charm to the scene. 
T he equipment 
for changing the batteries is most in ­ 
genious. 
As the cab enters it runs on 
to a table which is split in tw o parts 
and balanced below so that the parts 
are free to move in either direction 
sidew ays. 
The cab is instantly raised 
to the proper level, and a hydraulic 
ram com es out, takes hold of the bat­ 
teries and pulls them out of the way. 
They are at once picked up by m achin­ 
ery, carried down the length of the 
battery room and deposited 
upon a 
table ready for re-charging. 
In the 
m eantim e one of a number of sets 
of 
batteries which have been brought for­ 
ward by an electric crane and depos­ 
ited in readiness on a table, is placed 
opposite the opening in the cab. 
The 
ram m akes a forward m ovem ent and 
forces the batteries into the carriage, 
w hich hacks off the table platform, and 
rolls out on Its errand. 
To all appear­ 
an c es the batteries are handled as ea s­ 
ily as if they weighed a few ounces 
instead of a quarter 
of a 
ton. 
The 
num ber of electric vehicles engaged by 
the month or quarter by private indi­ 
viduals is increasing with astonishing 
rapidity, and the swell coachm an is no 
longer looked upon as master of his 
craft unless he can manage an elec­ 
tric carriage as skilfully as he can 
drive a team 
of 
horses.—St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

T h e sacred Glastonbury th e m h a v ­ 
ing, as has been its custom for n u m ­ 
berless Christniasses, duly blossomed 
at Yuletide, has now returned to its 
norm al appearance, which in no way 
differs from that of an ordinary thorn 
t ree. 
Six miles northwest of the quiet lit­ 
tle Episcopal city of W ells rises a lof- 
tv peak, called by the Celtic natives if 
W est Britain a “ tor.” 
It is conspicu­ 
ous for miles around, with the tower of 
an ancient chapel on its top, and with 
a neat little country town and the ruins 
oi a noble old abbey. 
Sufficient evidence rem ains to show 
that the abbey w as of vast 
propor­ 
tions, occupying 
in all 
GO 
acres 
of 
ground. 
It was founded 
by 
Saxon 
kings, and 
further 
endowed by the 
Norm ans and Plantagenets. The grand 
chancel and its tine chapels were built 
it. the fittest style of later Norm an ar­ 
chitecture, but now' little more 
than 
crumbling walls and pillars ttstify to 
the once great beauty of the abbey. 
T he porch of St. Joseph chapel, how ­ 
ever, is in a fair state of preservation. 
Outside there grows the famous Gus- 
i« nbnry thorn that blossom s but tor 
one day in the year, and that Christ­ 
m as day. 
This tree lias a strange h is­ 
tory. 
During his long journey from P ales­ 
tine St. Joseph of A ri mat hen visit id 
the district, he and his 12 com panions 
having been sent by St. Phillip 
the 
Apostle to convert the then heathen 
nation of Britain and to caR out the 
Druid superstition. 
St. Joseph and his followers found 
their way to Gastonbury, Hum known 
as 
“ Yhiswytryn.” 
They 
were 
ail 
a-weary, and arriving at the sum m it of 
the hill, 
Joseph, 
w ho was using 
a 
hawthorn stick as 
a 
walking 
staff, 
stuck it into the ground and it burst 
into bloom, 
lh e present Gastonbury 
thorn 
is an 
offshoot 
by 
continued 
giafting of St. Joseph of Arimathea s 
w alking staff.

After flie judges loft the bench Judge 
Guffy said that lie thought $700 was a 
frith* dear, but tin* court of last resort 
w as powerless to cut down the price, 
as 110 error w as committed in the trial 
below. 
He also sakl that lie had in­ 
sisted that the court allow him to in­ 
clude in his opinion a statem ent to the 
fdleet that in such suits hereafter the 
w om an m ust prove d ea rly that she 
had never kissed Hobson, and disap­ 
proved of ail such public kissings; but 
the majority of the judges, while they 
agree to this proposition, thought it 
best not to include it in tlie present 
opinion.

ELECTRIC CAB STATION.

One of the most entertaining sights 
which any city In which the electric 
cab has been introduced affords is the 
cab station itself 
during 
the 
rush 
hours. 
The cabs wheel in and out of 
the station, as they return from their 
trips, or are called out, swiftly and 
noiselessly. 
W hat strikes the observ­ 
er most, perhaps, 
Is the 
astonishing 
ease and accuracy with 
which 
they 
are guided by the driver. 
They move 
and stop apparently to an inch, and 
twist around sharp corners 
with 
a 
recklessness, but withal 
a 
certainty 
which is foreign to all one’s previous 
experiences of passenger vehicles. The 
motorman 
has 
everything 
within 
hand’s reach or foot reach. 
With his 
hands he operates the controlling gear 
for operating the switch beneath his 
scat which admits the current; he also 
steers with his hand. 
The braking is 
done with his foot, with which, also, 
he rings the bell. 
There is an emer­ 
gency switch placed near his heel, by 
which he can throw out the switch 
and break the current 
when 
neces­ 
sary. 
In order 
that 
no 
tampering 
with the vehicle can take place while 
he Is temporarily absent, he can re­ 
move the lever. 
After that the ma­ 
chine is proof against the tricks of the 
mischievous passer-by, who hankers 
after a free ride, and will not budge 
until again directed by the motorman’s 
hand. 
The charging of the batteries 
has been brought down to a fine point. 
Often a cab will run In to replenish its 
power, and be out of the station again 
In a minute and a 
quarter. 
Mean­ 
while the “fares” will remain Inside 
and watch the process with interest. 
During the opera or theater hours they 
are likely to be In full regalia, and the 
variety and brilliance of the evening 
diess of these visitors give 
an 
odd 
charm to the scene. 
The equipment 
for changing the batteries Is most in­ 
genious. 
As the cab enters it runs on 
to a table which is split in two parts 
and balanced below so that the parts 
are free to move in either direction 
sideways. 
The cab is instantly raised 
to the proper level, and a hydraulic 
ram comes out, takes hold of the bat­ 
teries and pulls them out of the way. 
They are at once picked up by machin­ 
ery, carried down the length of the 
battery room and deposited upon a 
table ready for re-charging. 
In the 
meantime one of a number of sets of 
batteries which have been brought for­ 
ward by an electric crane and depos­ 
ited in readiness on a table, is placed 
opposite the opening In the cab. 
The 
ram makes a forward movement and 
forces the batteries into the carriage, 
which backs off the table platform, and 
rolls out on Its errand. To all appear­ 
ances the batteries are handled as eas­ 
ily as if they weighed a few ounces 
instead of a quarter 
of a 
ton. 
The 
number of electric vehicles engaged by 
the month or quarter by private indi­ 
viduals is increasing with astonishing 
rapidity, and the swell coachman Is no 
longer looked upon as master of his 
craft unless he can manage an elec­ 
tric carriage as skilfully as he can 
drive a team 
of 
horses.—St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

The Kentucky court of appeals to­ 
day decided that $700 was not an ex­ 
cessive price to pay for kissing a m ar­ 
ried woman against her will. William 
Ragsdale, a citizen of Trigg county, 
called on his neighbor, Jam es Ezell. 
The neighbor was away from home, 
but his wife was there, ami she looked 
so pretty that Ragsdale just could not 
resist the temptation, so he grabbed her 
and stole several kisses. 
Mrs. Ezell told lier husband, and was 
prostrated for several days from the 
effects of the neighborly hugging and 
kissing. 
Instead of making a gunplay for the 
kisser, Col. Ezell joined his wife in a 
suit for $5,000 damages. On the trial 
Ragsdale swore he never kissed her or 
touched her, but Mrs. Ezell said lie 
did, and the jury believed the woman 
and gave her a verdict for $700. 
Ragsdale appealed the case, and In 
the decision handed down by Judge 
Huffy, of the court of appeals, to-day, 
the court holds, as a m atter of law, 
that the Jury, being the judge of the 
credibility of witnesses, and having 
found in favor of the woman, the court 
would not disturb the verdict. 
After tile Judges left the bench Judge 
Huffy said that lie thought $700 was a 
trifle dear, but the colin of last resort 
was powerless to cut down the price, 
as no error was committed in the trial 
below. He also said that lie had in­ 
sisted that the court allow him to in­ 
clude in Ills opinion a statement to the 
effect that in such suits hereafter the 
woman must prove clearly that she 
had never kissed Hobson, and disap­ 
proved of all such public hissings; but 
the majority of the judges, while they 
agree to this proposition, thought it 
best not to include it in the present 
opinion. 
So it is of semi-official record that 
the Kentucky court of appeals is dead 
against the Hobson style of osculation, 
ami really believes that $700 per kiss is 
a fair price.-F ra n k fo rt (Ky.) Special.

I am unable to trace any reliable evi­ 
dence of English watches having been 
made until quite the end of the six­ 
teenth century, although German and 
French 
productions 
were 
imported 
earlier, says Good Words. Derham, in 
the second 
edition 
of his “Artificial 
Clockmaker,” published in 1700, men­ 
tions an eight-day watch which he was 
told belonged to Henry VHI., but the 
context clearly shows a weight time­ 
piece is referred to. 
Among the pos­ 
sessions of Edward VI, as quoted by 
Wood from a royal household book, is 
“one larum or watch of iron, the case 
being likewise iron gilt with two plum- 
mettes of led.” The first words of this 
description 
may 
seem to indicate a 
watch with a mainspring, but such an 
assumption is at once dispelled by the 
mention of the “plurnmettes of led.” 
That Elizabeth owned a largo number 
of watches is certain. In 1571 the earl 
of Leicester, gave to his royal mistress 
“one armlet or shaken of gold®, all 
over failely garnished with rubyes and 
di amonds, haveing in the closing there­ 
of a docke.“ From this it will be seen 
that Hie modern custom of wearing the 
watch in a wristlet is but a revival of 
sixteenth century fashion. 
It is said 
that Mary Queen 
of 
Scots had two 
“death’s head” or skull watches, which 
sin* presented, one to each of two fav­ 
orite maids of honor. 
Among others 
which tradition has assigned to the 
Scottish queen Octavius Morgan men­ 
tioned two w’hich he considered to he 
of the period claimed for them. 
One 
was a ghastly memento morl watch in 
a ease of crystal formed like a coffin, 
and the other an octagonal watch. The 
latter, it is asserted, was given by Mary 
to John Knox the reformer. The pos­ 
session of many watches is ascribed to 
James I., but such as he did possess 
do not appear to have been utilized as 
timekeepers on every occasion, for in 
Savlie’s record of a stated Journey to 
Theodald’s in 1G03 it is stated th at the 
king stopped at the Bell at Edmon­ 
ton. and, wishing to count the number 
of vehicles passing in a certain time, 
he “called for an houre glass.”

T h e W e e d e r a N e e a a l l y . 
In making out a list of implements 
to he purchased this spring put the 
weeder down near the head of the list 
If you have not one already In use 
on the farm, writes C. G Williams in 
National Stockman and Farmer. 
The 
farms are few that do rot have a need 
for this implement. 
I should hate to 
undertake to care for a crop of corn 
or potatoes without one. and of course 
it is useful for many other operations 
upon the farm, 
it must lie rem em ber­ 
ed, however, that the weeder is not 
intended for deep cultivation; it sim­ 
ply scratches the surface. 
It consists 
of a series of long, flexible steel fingers 
adapted to this sort of work. 
The 
secret in using the weeder successfully 
is to use it in time. 
It cannot dis­ 
tinguish between the farmer's friends 
and ids enemies. 
It Just as soon tickle 
a weed as the corn plant, and whether 
the weeds grow with renewed vigor 
or whether they are destroyed depends 


011 the timeliness of the use of 
the 
weeder. 
1 want to roll my corn ground 
once or twice after planting, and my 
potato ground as a general thing once. 
The weeder is then less likely to tear 
out or cover up the young plant. 
It 
should be used within three to seven 
days after planting, and at intervals 
of a week thereafter until corn is ten 
to twelve inches high, always reniem 
bering that the prevention of weeds is 
much easier than their destruction. 
Now while we cultivate our 
crops 
that we may prevent or destroy weed 
growth we should remember that this 
Is not the only object of cultivation, 
perhaps not the main object. 
We cul­ 
tivate largely that wo may conserve 
moisture, and as well that we may set 
free the fertility locked up in the soil. 
We can conserve moisture better by 
stirring an inch or inch and a half of 
the surface soil than we can by work­ 
ing deeper. 
I know- of no Implement 
that will get over as many acres with 
as little expense of time and labor as 
the weeder. 
It sometimes happens that 
a very heavy rain will pack some soils 
so that the weeder will fail to do sat­ 
isfactory work, 
in such cases, If the 
plant has not appeared above ground, 
a good harrowing is an advantage. 
If 
It has the cultivator can he used to 
advantage in advance of the weeder. 
The weeder has other uses than sim ­ 
ply the working of the so-called culti­ 
vated crops. 
It can he used to great 
advantage on wheat and oats. A heavy 
rain soon after seeding will crust some 
soils so that many of the plants are 
unable to break through. 
The u s e of 
the weeder at such times may mean 
several dollars per acjre when we come 
to harvest our crop. 
When it comes to 
covering grass or other small seeds I 
know of no implement quite equal to 
It. 
It should be stated that the weed- 
er does not work equally well on all 
soils. 
It is more satisfactory on loamy 
soils than on heavy clays 
or 
very 
stony land. 
It is an implement, how­ 
ever. that handles very easily and can 
be used with more or less profit on 
almost any farm. 


The* P u r c h a s e o f F r u i t T ree * . 
The Ohio Experiment 
Station 
is 
often appealed to regarding the host 
place to buy trees. 
Such queries can 
seldom he answered specifically 
< x- 
eept in the case of certain varieties, 
not to be found in all nurseries. 
As a rule, it is best 
to purchase 
trees direct from established nurseries, 
near home; hut in exceptional cases 
it is safe to buy through agents, and 
also to send orders to distant nurser­ 
ies. 
To give an order to an agent of 
a reliable nursery is as safe as to deal 
direct, but one needs to lie sure that 
the party who claims to represent the 
nursery Is an agent, and not a mere 
dealer, who buys where he pleases and 
sells at whatever price he can 
get. 
Dealers are seldom responsible and do 
not hesitate to make any promise to 
refill the order free of charge in ease 
of loss in transplanting, nor to make 
any claim as to genuineness and su­ 
periority, in ordet to effect sales. 
Honest men find it hard to compete 
with the rogues in this branch of the 
business, while the temptations to de­ 
ceit are so great and the restrictions 
are so few that reliable tree dealers 
are rare, hence this class is to 
be 
avoided. 
If a salesman claims to be 
an agent he should be able to show 
papers to that effect, and the financial 
standing of the firm can be learned at 
the hank. 
Financial standing is not a proof of 
honesty, but it is more or less depend­ 
ent upon business integrity. 
At any 
rate one need not be in a hurry to o r­ 
der trees and can easily ascertain the 
business standing of any firm, espe­ 
cially the one near home. 
Agents very 
often exceed the authority given them 
by the nurseryman and make claims 
and promises which are unknown to 
their employers. 
Insist that all such claims and prom­ 
ises be put in writing, with the name 
of the firm attached. 
If this is re­ 
fused it is not safe to buy. 
An order 
is a contract and the buyer should see 
that it is not so worded th at the nurs­ 
eryman may substitute if he wishes. 
The nurseryman often takes this lib­ 
erty, hence the words, “ no substitu­ 
tion allowed” should be inserted, and 
another clause might be entered in the 
contract which should specify that a 
list of such articles as cannot be fur­ 
nished should be sent to the buyer 
within two weeks from the time the 
order is given. 
Keep an order of all 
trees and plants ordeied, with price 
and size or ages. 
In selecting varieties it is not safe to 
Invest in any high priced 
novelty. 


Take old varieties of known 
merits, 
only, and do not be cajoled Into paying 
fancy prices for trees propagated by 
special methods nor because they are 
said to have certain merits not pot 
sei sed by trees offered by other nurs 
ervnien. If an agent mnkes statements 
which seem to be extravagant submit 
tlu m 10 some one who Is experienced 
In such matters, anil if the agent is 
found to he lyiug about one thing It is 
safe to infer that be may in others. 
Do not Ik* deceived into believing that 
the small home nursery has no assort 
merit of varieties. 
Most likely it has 
just what you want and at half the 
price asked by the agent. 
If the near-by nurseryman does not 
have all the eracked-up new sorts, it 
Is a proof that they are untested. The 
home nurseryman can procure 
a n y ­ 
thing which he does not have as well 
as the agent can, for If It has merits 
it will he In the general trade. 
On the 
whole, it is better before buying to 
have a talk with some nurseryman of 
reputation, as well as with fruit grow 
erg of experience. 
A little caution and 
common sense In buying trees will 
save lots of future trouble. 


Halmolllog. 
T’nder all circumstances it should he 
the farmer’s aim to conserve the mois­ 
ture in the soil 
in the arid regions to 
reduce an much as possible the labor 
and expense of Irrigation, and in humid 
regions 
to 
protect 
crops 
against 
droughts. 
Various means may he e m ­ 
ployed for the purpose of conserving 
and economizing the moisture supply 
of soils. 
Subsoiling is one of the most 
important of these means. 
Several of 
the stations have made careful studies 
of the influence of subsoiling on soil 
moisture. 
The Wisconsin station do 
scribes this influence substantially as 
follows: 
Subsoiling (1) increases the 
storage capacity of the soil for moist­ 
ure, and (2) Increases the rate at which 
water will sink Into the soil, but (J) 
decreases the rate at which It may he 
brought hack to the surface. 
Subsoil­ 
ing also increases the amount of m oist­ 
ure available to crops, since plants are 
capable of utilizing a large proportion 
of the moisture present in loose and 
coarse-grained 
soils than of that in 
fine grained and compact soils. 
As re­ 
gards the best method of subsoiling. a 
report of the Wisconsin station states: 
“Subsoiling 
to 
be 
most 
effective 
should be done in such a way as to 
leave the soil loose, much as the stub­ 
ble plow leaves it. 
To accomplish this 
much will depend upon the character 
of the tool and more upon the condi­ 
tion of the soil when the work is done. 
If the soil is to he so wet as to Ik* 
plastic when the plowing is done, then 
the effect of the subsoil plow will bo 
to wedge tho portions of the soil, which 
are heavily pressed, into an even more 
compact and close texture than before, 
and thus develop a condition the op­ 
posite of that sought. 
To si in |>1 y form 
a long groove or channel in the subsoil 
by wedging til© dirt aside gives little 
aid 
In 
the 
direction 
sought. 
Such 
work, then, if done at all. should be 
done when the subsoil itself is dry 
enough, and this is most likely to oc­ 
cur In the fall after the crop of the 
season has 
withdrawn 
the moisture 
from it. 
Subsoiling late, too. leaves n o 
time for the soil to lose its open text 
ure before the 
rains 
to 
be 
stored 
reach it.”

Soil 
for 
Asparagus. — Asparagus 
thrives best on a combination of a 
good soil with perfect drainage. 
If th** 
good drainage is absent, heavy, com­ 
pact soil is the worst place to try to 
grow it. The plant is frequently grown 
in sandy land and is thought by some 
t<* do well in no other, for the re a­ 
son that the drainage requirement is 
not fully appreciated. 
Asparagus be­ 
gins to grow very early in the spring 
before ordinary land is dry enough to 
go on; therefore, it requires land in 
which water does not stand. 
A spara­ 
gus growth, however, is m ostly water 
so that heavy soil which will retain a 
certain amount of water and not leach 
itself dry is really desirable to secure 
a long bearing season. 
Ex.

T h o W e e d e r a N ecessity . 
In making out a list of Implements 
to bs purchased this spring put the 
weeder down near the head of the list 
if you have not one already In use 
on the farm, writes C. G. Williams in 
National Stockman and Farmer. 
The 
farms are few that do rot have a need 
for this implement. 
I should hate to 
undertake to care for a crop of corn 
or potatoes without one. and of course 
it Is useful for many other operations 
upon the farm. 
It must be remember­ 
ed, however, that the weeder 1h not 
intended for deep cultivation; it sim­ 
ply scratches the surface. 
It consists 
of a series of long, flexible steel fingers 
adapted to this sort of work. 
The 
secret in using the weeder successfully 
is to use it in time. 
It cannot dis­ 
tinguish between the farmer’s friends 
and his enemies. It Just as soon tickle 
a weed as the corn plant, and whether 
the weeds grow with renewed vigor 
or whether they are destroyed depends 
on the timeliness of the use (if 
the 
weeder. 
I want to roll my corn ground 
once or twice after planting, and my 
potato ground as a general thing once. 
The weeder is then less likely to tear 
out or cover up the young plant. 
It 
should be used within three to seven 
days after planting, and at intervals 
of a week thereafter until corn Is ten 
to twelve inches high, always remem­ 
bering that the prevention of weeds is 
much easier than their destruction. 
Now while we cultivate our 
crops 
that we may prevent or destroy weed 


Take old varieties of known 
merits, 
only, and do not be cajoled Into paying 
fancy prices for trees propagated by 
special methods nor because they are 
said to have certain merits not pos­ 
sessed by trees offered by other nurs­ 
erymen. lf an agent makes statements 
which seem to be extravagant submit 
them to Bonne one who is experienced 
In such matters, and if the agent is 
found to he lying about one thing It is 
safe to Infer that he may in others. 
Do not be deceived into believing that 
the small home nursery has no assort­ 
ment of varieties. 
Most likely It has 
just what you want and at half the 
price asked by the agent. „ 
lf the near-by nurseryman does not 
have all the cracked-up new sorts, It 
a proof that they are untested. The 
home nurseryman can procure 
any­ 
thing which he does not have as well 
as the agent can, for lf it has merits 
it will be in the general trade. On the 
whole, It Is better before buying to 
have a talk with some nurseryman of 
reputation, as well aa with fruit grow­ 
ers of experience. A little caution and 
common sense in buying trees will 
save lots of future trouble. 


N ubaolllng. 
Under all circumstances It should he 
the farmer's aim to conserve the mois­ 
ture in the soil 
in the arid regions to 
reduce as much as possible the labor 
and expense of Irrigation, and in humid 
regions 
to 
protect 
crops 
against 
droughts. 
Various means may be em­ 
ployed for the purpose of conserving 
and economizing the moisture supply 
of soils. 
Subsoiling Is one of the most 
important of these means. 
Several of 
the stations have made careful studies 
of the influence of subsoiling on soil 
moisture. 
The Wisconsin station de­ 
scribes this influence substantially as 
follows: 
Subsoiling (I) increases the 
storage capacity of the soil for moist­ 
ure, and (2) increases the rate at which

We cul­ 
tivate largely that wo may conserve 
moisture, and as well that we may set 
free the fertility locked up in the soil, 
We can conserve moisture better by 
stirring an Inch or inch and a half of 
the surface soil than we can by work­ 
ing deeper. 
I know of no implement 
that will get over as many acres with 
as little expense of time and labor as 
the weeder. It sometimes happens that 
a very heavy rain will pack some soils 
so that the weeder will fail to do sat­ 
isfactory work, 
in such cases, lf the 
plant has not appeared above ground, 
a good harrowing is an advantage, 
lf 
It has the cultivator can he used to 
advantage In advance of the weeder. 
The weeder has other uses than sim­ 
ply the working of the so-called cult I 
vated crops. 
It can be used to great 
advantage on wheat and oats. A heavy 
rain soon after seeding will crust some 
soils so that many of the plants are 
unable to break through. 
The use of 
the weeder at such times may mean 
several dollars per acj*e when we come 
to harvest our crop. When It comes to 
covering grass or other small seeds I 
know of no implement quite equal to 
it. 
It should be stated that the weed 
er does not work equally well on all 
soils. It is more satisfactory on loamy 
soils than on heavy clays 
or 
very 
stony land. 
It is an implement, how 
ever, that handles very easily aud can 
be used with more or less profit on 
almost any farm.

T h e PurchaH C o f F r u it T rees. 
The Ohio Experiment 
Station 
is 
often appealed to regarding the hest 
place to buy trees. 
Such queries curl 
seldom be answered specifically 
ex­ 
cept In the rase of certain varieties, 
not to be found in all nurseries. 
As a rule, It is best 
to purchase 
trees direct from established nurseries, 
near home; but in exceptional cases 
It is safe to buy through agents, and 
also to send orders to distant nurser­ 
ies. To give an order to un agent of 
a reliable nursery is as safe as to deal 
direct, but one needs to he sure that 
the party who claims to represent the 
nursery Is an agent, and not a mere 
dealer, who buys where he pleases and 
sells at whatever price he can 
get 
Dealers are .seldom responsible and do 
not hesitate to make any promise to 
refill the order free of charge in rase 
of loss in transplanting, nor to make 
any claim as to genuineness and su 
perlority, in ordet to effect sales. 
Honest men find it hard to compete 
with the rogues in this branch of the 
business, while the temptations to de 
celt are so great and the restrictions 
are so few that reliable tree dealers 
are rare, lienee this class is to 
be 
avoided. 
If a salesman claims to be 
an agent he should be able to show 
papers to that effect, aud the financial 
standing of the firm can be learned at 
the bank. 
Financial standing is not a proof of 
honesty, but it is more or less depend­ 
ent upon business integrity. 
At any 
rate one need not be in a hurry to or­ 
der trees and can easily ascertain the 
business standing of any firm, espe­ 
cially the one near home. Agents very 
often exceed the authority given them 
by the nurseryman and make claims 
and promises which are unknown to 
their employers. 
Insist that all such claims and prom­ 
ises be put in writing, with the name 
of the firm attached. 
If this is re­ 
fused It is not safe to buy. 
An order 
Is a contract and the buyer should see 
that it is not so worded that the nurs­ 
eryman may substitute if he wishes. 
The nurseryman often takes this lib­ 
erty, hence the words, “no substitu­ 
tion allowed” should be Inserted, and 
another clause might be entered in the 
contract which should specify that a 
Hat of such articles as cannot be fur­ 
nished should be sent to the buyer 
within two weeks from the time the 
order is given. 
Keep an order of all 
trees and plants ordeied, with price 
and else or ages. 
In selecting varieties it is not safe to 
.invest in any high priced 
novelty. 


Ing also increases the amount of moist­ 
ure available to crops, since plants are 
capable of utilizing a large proportion 
of the moisture present in loose and 
coarse-grained 
soils than of that in 
fine-grained and compact soils. 
As re­ 
gards the best method of subsoiling, a 
report of the Wisconsin station states; 
“Subsoiling 
to 
be 
most 
effective 
should be done in such a way as to 
leave the soli loose, much as the stub­ 
ble plow leaves It. 
To accomplish this 
much will depend upon the character 
of the tool and more upon the condi­ 
tion of the soil when the work is done. 
If the Hoil is to he so wet as to be 
plastic when the plowing is done, then 
the effect of the subsoil plow will be 
to wedge the portions of the soli, which 
are heavily pressed, into an even more 
compact and close texture than before, 
and thus develop a condition the op­ 
posite of that sought. 
To simply form 
a long groove or channel in the subsoil 
by wedging tile dirt aside gives little 
ald 
in 
the 
direction 
sought. 
Such 
work, then, if done at all, should be 
done when the subsoil itself Is dry 
enough, and this Is most likely to oc­ 
cur in the fall after the crop of the 
season has withdrawn the moisture 
from it. 
Subsoiling late, too, leaves no 
time for the soil to lose its open text­ 
ure before the 
rains 
to 
be stored 
reach it.”

— Asparagus 
thrives hest on a combination of a 
good soil wit ii perfect drainage, 
lf the 
good drainage Is absent, heavy, com­ 
pact soil is tho worst place to try to 
grow it. The plant is frequently grown 
in sandy land and is thought by some 
to do well in no other, for the rea­ 
son that the drainage requirement is 
not fully appreciated. 
Asparagus be­ 
gins to grow very early In the spring 
before ordinary land Is dry enough to 
go on; therefore, it requires land in 
which water does not stand. 
Aspara­ 
gus growth, however, is mostly water 
so that heavy soil which will retain a 
certain amount of water and not leach 
itself dry is really desirable to secure 
a long bearing season. 
Ex.
